In response to Applicant's argument beginning on page 2, "Applicants respectfully traverse the rejection ... Conversely, in an exemplary 
embodiment of the Applicants' invention, content is selected from a list of available content by a user via a vending apparatus ... Upon 
authentication that a portable recording medium loaded to the vending apparatus employs a license management capability, the 
purchase selection, along with the cryptographic key, is recorded to the recording medium ... The final rejection clearly bases the 
rejection of Claims 1-20 on a misinterpretation of the teachings and fair suggestion of Kambayashi beginning with the assertion at page 
4, lines 4-14, of the final rejection that is would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention to modify 
a method for securely distributing data taught in '61 8 to include a means to authenticate a recording medium prior to copying data ... to 
prevent illegal copying of data ... This assertion includes the unwarranted assumption the Kambayashi somehow reasonably discloses 
that authentication structure and functionality described in this reference somehow authenticates a recording medium with respect to its 
ability to provide a license management capability". The Examiner disagrees with argument and notes that the Final Office Action 
rejection on page 3 clearly shows these features in Kambayashi, license information is the license management capability, which is 
checked if it is valid, 'authenticated'. The motivation to combine these references is clearly stated in Kambayashi, which shows a need 
for "a system based on a concept of charging not for possession of a digitized work recorded on a recording medium such as a DVD but 
for use of the digitized work". 
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
